6. To raise and appropriate the sum of $6,800.00 to pay the 
just debts of the Town. 


7. To raise and appropriate the sum of $102.00 for Pine Blister 
rust control. 


8. To raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 for Insurance 
and Workmans Compensation. 


9. To raise and appropriate the sum of $18,000.00 for Town 
road maintenance. 


10. To raise and appropriate the sum of $1,038.45 for Town 
Road Aid (State will contribute $6,923.00). 


11. To raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 for the 
Unity Volunteer Fire Department. 


12. To raise and appropriate the sum of $50.00 for the Dart- 
mouth Lake Sunapee Regional Association. 


13. To raise and appropriate the sum of $500.00 for Town 
share of Social Security. 


14. To raise and appropriate the sum of $1,400.00 for Town 
Dump. 


15. To raise and appropriate the sum of $100.00 for Old Home 
Day, and to appoint a committee chairman. 


16. To raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 for Town 
Hall Expenses. 


17. To raise and appropriate the sum of $500.00 for Home 
Nursing service. 


18. To raise and appropriate the sum of $93.00 for Civil defense. 


19. To raise and appropriate the sum of $2,400.00 for Oiling 
roads. 


20. To raise and appropriate the sum of $60.40 for Librarian 
and Library Tax. 


21. To raise and appropriate the sum of $500.00 for Bridge 
repair. 


22. To raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 for Capital 
Reserve Fund. 


23. To see if the Town will vote by ballot to authorize the 
Selectmen to dispose of property acquired by the Tax Collector’s 
deeds, Proceeds to be used to purchase equipment. 
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24. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow 
money in anticipation of taxes. 


25. To transact any other business as may come before said 
meeting. 


26. To see if the Town will vote require that the Selectmen 
adhere to the following standards. That no new road shall be 
accepted by the Town unless it meets the following minimum 
standards: A right of way 50 feet, a width of 24 feet including 
2 ft. shoulders on each side; 12 inches of gravel on a stabilized 
base, necessary culverts—minimum 15 inches diameter and ditches 
to provide drainage; grades in excess of 8 per cent to be asphalt 
treated; utility poles shall be located at a minimum of 22 ft. 
from the center of the traveled way. A 3 year maintenance bond 
shall be provided by the builder. 


27. To see if the Town will vote to allow a committee in town 
to raise monies by donation to erect a Library and Museum for 
the Town. All the town would be asked for would be Mortar and 
roofing material.

SELECTMEN’S SUMMARY 


We would like to take this opportunity to sincerely thank all 
the people who gave their time and effort for the benefit of the 
town. This is the greatest asset that any community can have. 


We feel we have made progress in many areas, The programs 
recommended by the planning board which was consumated last 
year, have been implemented to a good degree. 


The Davis bridge was completely renovated, and several others 
were worked on, including new planking on the Twin Bridges 
and new concrete abutments on the one by Browns. Several 
culverts were placed in trouble spots, some replaced and reset 
in all areas of Town. This should save more roads, cut cost of 
maintenance, and make them more passable for our neighbors 
who have slogged through the mud most of their lives. 


The purchase of the new truck has been a good investment, 
and will prove more valuable this spring and summer, for rebuild- 
ing roads. As for plowing, it has done everything we expected 
it to. Some people were pleasantly surprised, however we should 
have another to supplement it, due to the mileage we maintain. 


The new garage will also be a valuable asset to the highway 
department. We have a place to store our tools, and maintain 
our equipment. This alone can save hundreds of dollars a year 
if utilized properly. To do this, we must select a capable person, 
who will maintain the equipment, use it in a reasonable manner, 
and for what it was designed. Also plan the years work, and 
be capable of setting priorities. We think we have such a man in 
Mr. Barker. His work has been to the best interest of the town, 
and he has given of his own time discussing problems and long 
term projects with the selectmen. 


This year we also purchased property for a landfill. Where 
this may not be the ultimate in disposal, it is considered more 
acceptable by environmental agencies, in the interm period, as 
opposed to open burning. We should be proud to have made 
this effort to abate pollution. Sincere Thanks to those who helped 
in any way. 


We are well aware of your increased tax burden, there are 
many reasons. The school budget adopted last year was an in- 
crease of $27,000.00. The County tax was increased $3,000.00. This 
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SELECTMEN’S SUMMARY (Continued) 


amounted to an extra $30,000.00 we had to raise in new taxes. 
The large increase in the school was due to loss of State Funds 
The trend today, with the officials that have been elected, is to 
force more requirements on rural education facilities, and at the 
same time supporting less and less of their financial responsibility. 
As residents of New Hampshire we are in a position to correct 
this by voting only for those candidates who will not drown the 
welfare of the small community for the benefit of the metropolitan 
interest, who are already receiving the lions share of the State 
and Federal assistance programs presently in force.

REPORT OF THE ASST. SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board of Unity and citizens of the town, I here- 
with submit my report as Assistant Superintendent of Schools: 


FACULTY: 


Resignations created two vacancies at the Unity School this 
past fall. During the course of the year, both new teachers 
resigned; thus, students have been exposed to four new members 
on our faculty roster. 


Mrs. Mary A. Ford of Newport replaced Philip Hagar as grade 
7 and 8 teacher. A graduate of the University of North Carolina 
with a B.A. degree, she had five years teaching experience in 
Florida, South Carolina, North Carolina and Wisconsin. In Decem- 
ber, Mrs. Ford resigned to accompany her husband to North 
Carolina where he had accepted new employment. 


Mr. Bernard Cornell, a native of West Virginia and a graduate of 
Jones University, was elected to replace Mrs. Ford. Recently 
discharged from military service, he had previously taught at 
Greenville, S. C., Junior High School. 


Mrs. Diana Pfenning was employed to teach grade 2, succeed- 
ing Miss Mary Foss. Mrs. Pfenning, a graduate of Castleton 
State College who taught last year in Rutland, Vt., resigned in 
February for personal reasons. 


Currently teaching this class is Miss Lorraine Perrault, a June 
graduate of Rivier College. Miss Perrault spent the first part of 
this school year working for a lawyer in Paris, France, and con- 
tinued her study of French. 

The Board, administration, and students acknowledge the fine 
teaching of Mrs. Ford and Mrs. Pfenning during their abbreviated 
stay with us. We are sorry for losing them, yet very pleased 
that they were replaced by two such well recommended and per- 
sonable newcomers. 


CURRICULUM: 


Under the leadership of Mr. Anthony Amari, teacher con- 
sultant, curriculum changes are continuing in order to improve 
the status of instruction at the school. 


After considerable time spent evaluating new materials, the 
English program in grades 1-8 was completely updated this fall. 
As a result of this updating, the staff feels we will be able to 
have a much stronger and more effective English program at 
all grade levels.

In the area of reading and phonics, our evaluation of young- 
sters continues. Our program of intensive phonics at the grade 
1, 2, and 3 levels has been successful. We are now regrouping 
youngsters for reading instruction throughout the school and moving 
youngsters according to their skill needs and abilities. 

In the upper grades we have made more effective use of 
teacher strengths. Grades 5-8 are now taught on a semi-depart- 
mental basis. Mr. Hall teaches the math-science ‘“‘core’? while Mr. 
Cornell teaches the English-social studies ‘‘core.’’ 


In an effort to stimulate achievement the School Board has 
instituted an honors program for grades 5-8 and established citizen- 
ship and scholarship awards for graduating grade 8 students. 

The addition of Mr. C. Perry Putnam, Claremont Elementary 
Guidance Director, to our staff on a part-time basis has been 
most welcome. His services in the areas of student counseling 
and conferences with parents and staff have been most helpful. 

A chorus group has been started by Mr. and Mrs. Hall. The 
Christmas Concert it sponsored was received enthusiastically by 
parents and children alike. We hope this very enjoyable and worth- 
while endeavor can be continued and supported. 

As always, faculty meetings are held on a regular basis to 


evaluate present programs and discuss additional ways of pro- 
viding still more opportunities to assist the students of Unity. 


PROPOSED BUDGET: 


The proposed budget reflects an increase of $10,235.99 over 
the present one, or approximately 11%. Your Board members and 
I are very much aware of—and sensitive to—this large increase. 
However, let us take just one item, the major increase, and 
analyze its total effect upon the budget. 

Tuition is up $8,152 and accounts for about 80% of the total 
budget increase. By actual ‘‘head count,’ we’ll have seven 
additional tuition students for whom we assume _ responsibility. 
Newport will charge $822, Claremont $755. The additional students, 
compounded by the increased tuition charge, have a tremendous 
impact upon this budget. 

Subtracting the one item of tuition from the total increase re- 
sults in the remainder of the budget increasing by $2,083.99, a 
minimal amount in the light of the increased cost factor for every 
other budgetary consideration for which your School Board must 
contract, be it product or service. 


MAINTENANCE: 


Mr. Bernard Lariviere has been employed as the custodian. 
He has taken great pride in the school and this is reflected in 
its appearance. Mr. Lariviere is scheduled to do interior painting 


ma 


and general improvements throughout the building during the spring 
and summer months. | 

Outside, the culvert had to be repaired as spring thaws and 
traffic took their toll. 

A beautification project was carried out by the Unity 4H 
Club, leading to and around the flag pole. This local organization 
of school children won a Reader’s Digest Landscape Award; the 
School District is their beneficiary.

REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


To the Unity School Board and the Citizens of Unity, I here- 
with submit my annual report as school nurse. 


The following examinations were given during the school year 
1969-70: Vision tests were given to all students of which ten were 
referred for further examinations and of these eight received 
glasses; hearing tests were given to 81 students of which four 
were referred and received medical attention. Color perception 
tests were given to 18 students. 


Head and skin checks of all students were done _ periodi- 
cally throughout the school year. All students were weighed and 
measured. 


A number of cases of measles and German measles were 
reported during the school year. 


Immunization vaccine for Rubella (German Measles) was given 
to 56 students at the Claremont Clinic. 


Short conferences were held with 16 parents at pre-school 
registration. At this time a report of the health background of 
students entering first grade was obtained from the parents and 
the were informed of the school health program. 


The cooperation of all parents is asked in giving to the school 
information regarding their wishes in the event their child is ill 
or injured at school, as to where they may be contacted or who 
the school may contact for transportation and care for their child. 


I wish to express my sincere appreciation for the continued 
cooperation and assistance given to me by the Unity School Board 
members and the school personnel.
